President Murray, who favors such 
provision, was f cognizant that Chair­ 
man Henshaw did not favor limitations 
at this time. A poll tax provision, Mr. 
Henshaw contends, would eliminate j 
approximately half of the Indian Ter­ 
ritory vote, and on account of the un- 
settfed condition of the farmer of the 
Indian Territory, they being tenants 
and not able to acquire land, a poll tax 
qualification would eliminate ‘20 per 
cent of the democratic vote of the 
southern part of the Indian Territory. 
The full committee has not expressed 
itself. 
It may report a compromise 
measure, which would authorize the 
legislature to place in effect such reas­ 
onable restrictions which would not be 
in conflict with the federal constitu­ 
tion. This character of report would 
meet with approval from the president, 
and it is understood would be adopted 
by the convention.; 
The committee will give full hearing , 
to the Woman Suffragist*. 
It is an­ 
nounced that the committee will be 
willing to confer the right of voting 
upon legal female residents in all school 
elections, in the elections for school 
officers, county or state, and permit 
women to hold any of such offices. Be­ 
yond this the committee is opposed

Just what is the convention s atti­ 
tude on the question of female suffrage 
is difficult to determine. 
Some adhere 
to the idea if the woman is allowed to 
vote at all there should be no limita­ 
tions. 
Under the present Oklahoma 
law women are permitted to vote and 
hold offices in school government.
